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Zes: F We could be weary of taking any 
ZZ pains for the ſatisfaRtion of our people, 
FASL and toundeccive them of thoſe ſpeci- 
ZR ous miſchicvous Infuſions which are 

i YE daily inſtilled into then, to ſhake and 
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SD W322 carrupt their loyalty and affeRion to 
FAEEERSSS [jc .nd Our Government, after ſo full 
and ample Declaration of Our Self and Intentions, and 
ſo fair and ſatisfaory anſwers to all ſuch matters as have 
been objected to Vs by a major part preſent of both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, We might well give over this labour 
of Our Pen, and fit ill, rill it ſhall pleaſe God ſoto en- 
lighten the Aﬀections and Ulnderſtandings of Our good 
Subjects on our behalf (which We doubt not but that in 
his:good time he will do ) that they may ſee Our ſuffer- 
ings are their ſufferings. But, ſince in ſtead of applying 
themſclves to the Method propoſed by Vs, of making 
ſuch ſolid particular Propoſitions as might. eſtabliſh a 
good Underſtanding between Us , or of following the 
advice of Our Councel of Scotland (with whom they 
communicate their affairs ) in forbearing all means rhar 
may make the breach wider and wu deeper,they _

choſen to purſue Vs with new Reproches, or rather to 
continue and improve the old,by adding & varying little 


_ Circumſtances and Language, in matters formerly urged - 


by them, and fully anſwered by Vs, We prevailed with 
Our Sclf, upon very mature and particular conſideration 
of it, to anſwer the late printed Book, intiruled, A Decla- 
ration or Remonſ/tranceof the Loras and Commons , which 
was ordered theninetcenth of May laſt to be printed and 
publiſhed, hoping then that they would put Vs tono 
more of this trouble, bur that that ſhould have been the - 
laſt of ſuch a nature they would have communicated to 
Our people, and that they would not, as they have done 
fince,thought fir to aſſault us with a Newer Declaration, 
indeed of a very new Natureand Learning, which muſt 
have another Anſwer. And We doubt not bur that Our 
g00d Subjcts, in ſhort time, will be ſo well inſtructed in 
the differences, and miftakings between Vs,that they will 
plainly diſcern, without reſigning their reaſon and under- 
ſtanding to Our Prerogative, or the infallibility of anow 
majorpart.of both Houſes of Parliament ( infeRed by a 
few malignant ſpirits ) where the fault is. 

Though We ſhall with humility and alacritie be al- 
wayes forward to acknowledge the infinite Mercy and 


Providence of Almighty God, vouchſafed ſo many ſe- 


verall wayes to Our Self and this Nation, yet ſince God 
himſelf doth not allow, that We ſhould fancy and create 
dangers to Our Self, that we might manifeſt and publiſh 
his Mercy in Our deliverance, We muſt profeſſe We do 
not know thoſe deliverances mentioned in the beginning 
of that Declaration, from ſo many wicked Plots and De- 
ſtones ſince the beginning of this Parliament, which, if 
they had taken effect, would have brought ruine and de- 


ſtruction

ſtruction upon this Kingdome., We well know the great 
labour and skill hath been uſed to amate and afright Our 
good Subjects with fears and apprehenſions of Plots and 
Conſpiracies, the ſeverall Pamphlers publiſhed, and Let- 
ters ſcattered up and dowa full of ſuch ridiculous con- 
temptible Animadverſions to that purpoſe, as ( though 
they found, for what end God knows, very unuſuall coun- 
tenance ) no ſober man would be moved withthem : But 
We mult confeſſe, We have never been able to inform 
Our Self of any ſuch pernicious formed defigne againſt 
the Peace of this Kingdome fince the beginning of this 
Parliament, as is mentioned in that Declaration, or might 
be any warrant to thoſe great Fears both Our Houſes of , 
Parliament ſcemed to be tranſported with, but we have 
reat cauſe to believe more miſchief and danger hath 
cen raiſed and begotten to the diſturbance of this King- 
dome, then. cured or prevented by thoſe Fears and Jea- 
louſies : And therefore however the rumour and diſ- 
courſe of Plots and Conſpiracies may have been neceſſa- 
ry tothe defignes of particular men, they ſhall do well 
not'to pay any falſe devotions to Almighty God, who 
diſcerns whether Our dangers are reall or pretended. 

For the bringing up of the Army to Londen, as We 
have heretofore ( by no other dire&ion then the teſtimo- 
ny of a good conſcience )called God to witnefſe We ne-- 
ver had, or knew of any ſuch Reſolution, ſo upon the 
view of the Depoſitions now publiſhed with that Decla- 
ration, it is not evident to Us there was ever ſuch a De- 
ſigne, unleſſe very looſe Diſcourſe or Argument be in- 
ſtance enough of ſuch a Defigne: And it is apparent, 
that what was ſaid of it, was near three moneths before 
the.diſcovery to both Houſes of Parliament, fo thar if 
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there were any danger threatned that way, it vaniſhed 
without any reſiſtance or prevention, by the Wiſdome, 
Power, or Authority of them. 

- It ſeems the intention of that Declaration (whatſoever 
other end it hath ) is ro Anſwer a Declaration they re- 
ceived from Vs, in Anſwer to that which was preſented 
to Us at Newmarket the ninth-of March laſt; and 
likewiſe to Our Anſwer to the Petition of both Houſes, 
preſented to Vs at Tork, the twenty fixth of March laſt. 
But before that Declaration fals upon any particulars of 
Our ſaid Declaration or Anſwer, it complains, That the 
heads of the Malignant Party have with much Arr and 
Induſtry adviſed Vs to ſuffer divers unjuft Scandals and 
Impurations uponthe Parliament, to be publiſhed in our 
Name, whereby they might make it odious tothe people, 
and by their help deſtroy it : But not inſtancing in any 
one Scandall or Imputation ſo publiſhed by Vs, We are 
Rill to ſeek for the Heads, of that Malignant Partie. 'But 
Our good Subjects will eafily underſtand, That if We 
were guilty of that Aſperſion , We muſt not onely be 
active in raiſing the Scandall, but paſſive in the Miſchicf 
begotten by that Scandall, Web 
of the Parliament : and We hope the juſt defence of 
Our Self, and Our Authority, and the neceſſary vindi- 
cation of Our Innocence and Juſtice, from the Imputa- 
tion laid on Vs by a major part, then preſent of either, 
or both Houſes, ſhall no more be called a Scandall up. 
on the Parliament, then the opinion of ſuch a part be re- 
pured an At of Parliament : And We hopes Our good 
Subjects will not be long mif-led by that common ex- 
preſſion inall the Declarations (wherein they uſurp the 
word Parliament , and apply it to countenance any Re-

eing an cfſentiall part .

folution or Vote ) ſome few- have a mind to make, by - 
calling it, The Reſolution of Parliament, which can never 
be without Our conſent; Neither can the Vote of either, 
or both Houſes, make a greater akeration in the Laws of 
this Kingdome (ſo ſolemnly made by the advice of their 
Predecefſours, with the concurrence of Us and Our An- 
ceſtours ) either by commanding or inhibiting any thing 
(beſides the known Rule of the Law ) then Our ſingle 
Dire&ion or Mandate cap do, to which We do not a- 
ſcribe the Authority. | 
But that Declaration: informs our People that the 
Malignant Partie hath drawn Vs into the Northern 
parts far from Our Parliament. It might more truly 
and properly have ſaid, That it hath driven, then drawn 
Vs hither. For We confeſſe, Our Journey hither (for 
which We have no other reaſon to be ſorry, then with 
reference to the cauſe of it ) was onely forced upon Vs 
by the true Malignant Party which contrived and coun- 
tenanced thoſe barbarous Tumults and other feditious 
Circumſtances of which We have ſo. often camplained,. 
and hereafter ſhall ſay more, and which indeed threatens 
ſo much danger to Our Perſon, and laid fo much ſcandall 
upon the whole Priviledge and Dignicie of Parliament, 
that We wonder it can be -mentioned without Bluſhes- - 
or Indignation: , But of that anon. But why the Mali- 
onant Party ſhould be charged with caufing a Preſle to- 
| be tranſported to York, We cannot imagine, neither have 
any Papers or Writings iflued from thence,to Our knows- 
ledge, but what have been extorted from Vs by ſuch 
provocations, as have not been before offered toa King. . 
And no doubt it will appear a moſt trivialt and. fond 
Exception, when all Preſſes are open to vent whatſo- 
| ever: 
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ever they think fit ro ſay to thepeople, ( a thing un- 
warranted by former cuſtome')' that We ſhould not 
enake ufe of all lawfull means to publiſh Our juſt and 
neceſſary Anſwers thereunto. As for the authoritic of 
the great Seal ( though Wedo not know that it hath 
been neceſſary to things of this nature) the ſame ſhall 
be more frequently uſed hereafter, as occafion ſhall re- 
quire, to which We make no doubt the greater and 
better part of Our Privy Conncell will concurre, and 
whoſe Advice We are reſolved to follow, as farre as it 
ſhall be agrecable to the good and welfare of the King- 
dome. 

Before that Declaration vouchſafes to inſiſt on any 
particulars, it is pleaſed to cenſure both Our Declaration 
and Anſwer. to be filled with harſh Cenſures,and Cauſe- 
lefſe Charges upon the Parliament,(ſtill miſ-applying the 
word Parliament tothe Vote of both Houſes ) concern- 
ing which they reſolve to give ſatisfation to the King- 
dome, ſince they find it very difficult to ſatisfie Vs. Tf, 
as in the uſage of the word Parliament, they have left Vs 
out of their thoughts ; ſo by the word Kingdome, they 
intend to exclude all Our people, who are our of their 
walls: ( for that's grown another Phraſe of the Time, 
the Vote of the major part of both Houſes, and ſome- 
times of one, is now called, The Reſolution of the whole 
Kingedome ) We believe it may not be hard to give 
ſatisfaction to themſelves ; otherwiſe We are confi- 
dent ( and Our confidence proceeds from the- up- - 
rightneſſe of Our own Conſcience ) they will never be 
able ſoro ſever the affections of Us and Our Kingdome, 
that what cannot be ſatisfaction to the one, ſhall be ro the 


other. Neither will the Style of Hamble, and Faithfull, 
and 
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. andtelling Us, That they will make Vs a Great and Glo- 
©. rious King, in their Petitions and Remonſtrances, ſo de- 
ceive Our good Subjeds, that they will paſſe over the 
Reproches, Threats, and Menaces they are ſtuffed with, 
which ſure could not be more gently reprehended by Vs, 
thenby ſaying, Their expreſſions were different from the 
uſuall Language to Princes, which that Declaration tells 
you, We had no occaſion to ſay. But We believe, who- 
ſoever looks over that Declaration preſented to Vs at 
Newmark, to which Ours was an Anſwer, will find the 
Language throughout it, to be ſo unuſuall, that, before 
this Parliament, it could never be parallel'd, whiles un- 
der pretence of juſtifying their fears, they give fo much 
countenanceto. the diſcourſe of the Rebels of 1reland,as 
if they had a mind Our good Subjedts ſhould give credir 
to it : Otherwiſe, being warranted by the ſame evidence, 
which they have ſince publiſhed, they would haveas well 
declared, That thoſe Rebels publickly threaten the root- 
ing out the name of the Engliſh, and that they will have a 
King of their own, and no longer be governed by Vs, as 
thatthey ſay, That they do nothing but by Our Authori- 
ty,and that they call themſelves, The Queens Army.And 
therefore We have great reaſon to complain of the ab- 
ſence of Juſtice and Integrity in that Declaration , beſides 
the unfitneſle of other expreſſions. Neit her did We miſ- 
take the Subſtance or Logick of the Meſſage to Us at 
Theobalds, concerning the M1l;tia, which was no other, 
and is ſtated to be no other { even by that Declaration 
which reproved Us ) then a plainthreat, That if We re- 
fuſed to joyn with them, they would make a Law witch 
out Vs : nor hath the PraQtice fince thattime been othe; 
which will never be juſtified to the moſt ordinary Gifnc. 
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partiall) Underſtandings, by the meer averring it to be 
according to the fundamentall Laws of this Kingdome, 
without giving any dire&ion, that the moſt cunning and 
learned men in the Laws may be able to find thoſe foun- 
dations. And We muſt appeal to all the World, Whe- 
ther they might not with as much Juſtice, and by as much 
Law, have ſeized upon the eſtate of every Member of 
both Houſes , who diſſented from that pretended Ordi- 
nance ( which much the major part of the Houſe of Peers 
did two or three ſeverall times ) as they have invaded 
that Power of Ours over the Militia, becauſe We ( upon 
Reaſons they have not ſo much as pretended to anſwer ) 
refuſed to conſent to that Propoſition: And if no better 
effe&s then loſſe of Timeand Hinderance of the publick 
Afﬀeairs have been found by Our Anſwers and Replies, let 
all good men judge by whoſe defaulr, and whoſe want 
of duty ſuch «fects have been: For as Ourend( indeed 
onely end ) in rhoſ2 Anſwers and Replies hath been, 
The ſettlement and compoſure of publick Aﬀairs, fo We 
are aſſured, and moſt men do believe, That if that due 
Regard and Reverence had been given ro Our Words, 
and that Conſent and Obedience to Our counſels, which 
We did expett, there had been before this time a cheer- 
full Calm upon the face of the whole Kingdome, every 
man Enjoying his own, with all poſſible Peace and Secu- 
rity that can be imagined, which ſurely thoſe mendo not 
defire, who ( after all thoſe Acts of Juſtice and Favour 
paſſed by Vs this Parliament, all thoſe Aﬀeronts and Suf- 
ferings endured and undergone by Vs ) think fir ſtill to 
reproch Vs with Ship-Money , Coatand Condut- Mo- 
ney , and other things ſo abundantly declared ( as that 
Declaration it ſelf confeſſes)in the generallRemonſtrance 
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of che Stare of the Kingdome, publiſhed in November 
Iaſt, which We wonder to find now avowed to bethe 
Remonſtrance of both Houſes, & which We are ſure was 
prefenred ro Vs onely by the Houſe of Commons, and 
did never, and We are confident, in that time, could ne- 
ver have paſſed the Houſe of Peers ; the Concurrence and 
Authoricy of whicli was not then thought neceſlary, 
Shall We believe rhoſe Reproches to be the voice of 
the Kingdome of £nelana'? That all Our loving Subjects 
caſed, refreſhed, ſtrengthened , and abundantly fatisfied 
with Our Acts of Grace and Favour towards them, are 
willing to be involved in thefe unthankful) expreſſions : 
We muſt appeal to the Thanks and Acknowledgements 
publiſhed in the Petitions of moſt of the Counties 'of 
England , to the teſtimony and thanks We have received 
from both Houſes of Parliamenr, how ſeaſonable, how 
agreeable this uſage of Vs is to Our merit , or their for- 
mer expreſſions. 
We have not at all ſwarved or departed from Our Re- 
ſolution, or words in the beginning of this Parliament: 
We ſaid, We were reſolved to put Our Self freely and 
clearly upon the Love and AﬀeRion of Our Engliſh Sub- 
zeds, and We ſay ſo till, as farreas concernes England. 
And Wecall Almightie God to witneſſe, all Our Com- 
plaints and Jealouſfics, which have never been cauſcleſle, 
nor of Our Houſes of Parliamear ( bur of fome few 
Schiſmaticall, FaRious, and Ambitious Spirits, and upon 
grounds, as ſhort time, We fear, will juſtifie tothe world) 
Our deniall of the M:1;z44, Our abſenting Our Self from 
Londoo, have been the effects of an upright and fairhfull 
Aﬀetiion to Our Engliſh Subjects, that We may be able 
( through all the aconveniences We are compelled to 
= B 2 wraſtle 
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wraſtle with) at laſt to preſerve and reſtore their Religion, 
Laws, and Liberties unto them. 

Since the proceeding againſt the Lord Kimbolton, and: 
the five Members, is ſtill looked upon, and ſo often preſ- 
ſed, as ſo great an advantageagainſt Vs, that no retracta- 
tion made by Vs, norno Actions fince that time comitted 
againſt Vs, and the Law ofthe Land, under pretence of 
vindication of Priviledge, can ſatisfie the Contrivers of 
that Declaration, but that they would have Our good 
Subjects believe, The Accuſation of thoſe ſix Members 
muſt be a plot for the breaking the neck of the Parlia- 
ment, ( a ſtrange Arrogance, if any of thoſe Members 
had the penning of that Declaration ) and that it is ſo of-- 
ren urged againſt Vs, as if by that fingle caſuall miſtake of 
Ours( inform onely) We had forfeited all Duty, Credit, 
and Allegiance from Our people: We muſt, withouten- 
deavouring to excuſe that, which in truth was-anerrour 
( Our going tothe Houſe of Commons ) give Our people. 
aclear and full narration of the matter of fa&, aſſuring 
Our Self that Our good Subjects will not find Our carri- 
age inthat baſineſſe ſuch as hath been reported. 

When We reſolved upon ſuch grounds, as when they. 
ſhall be publiſhed will ſatisfie the- world, That it was fit. 
for Our own Safety, and Honour, and the Peace of the 
Kingdome, to proceed againſt thoſe perſons, though We 
well know there was no degree of Priviledge inthatcaſe, 
yet ( to ſhew Our deſire of correſpondencie with the two 
Houſes of Parliament) We chole, rather then to appre- 
hend their perſons by the ordinary Miniſters of Juſtice 
( which, according to the Opinion and PraQice of former 
times, We might have done) to command Our Atturney 
Generallto acquaint Our Houſe of Peers with Our in- 
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tention, and the generall matters of Our charge ( which - 
was yet more particular thena meer Accuſation) and to 
proceed accordingly, and at the ſame time ſent a ſworn 
Servant, a Segeantat Arms to Our Houſe of Commons, 
to acquaint them, That We did accuſe, and intendedto 
proſecute the five Members of that Houſe for high Trea- 
ſon, and did require that their perſons might be ſecured 
incuſtody : This We did, nor onely to ſhew.that Wein- 
tended not to violate or jnvade their Priviledges , butto 
uſe more Ceremony towards them, then We then con- 
ceived in Juſtice might be required of Vs ; and expe&- 
ed at leaſt ſuch an Anſwer as might inform Us, if We 
were out of the way ; But We received none ar all ; 
Onely in the inſtant, without offering any thing of their 
Priviledges to Our confideration, an Order was 'made 
(and the ſame night publiſhed in Print ) That if any per- 
ſon whatſoever ſhould offer ro Areſt the perſon of any 
Memberof that Houſe , without firſt acquainting that 
Houſe therewith, and receiving further Order from that 
Houſe, That it ſhould be lawfull for ſuch. Members, or 
any perſon to aſſiſt them, and to ſtand upon his or their: 
Guard of Defence, 'and' to make refiſtance according to 
the Proteſtation taken to defend the Priviledges of Par- 
liament : And this was the firſt time that We [heard the 
Proteſtation might be wreſted to ſuch a ſenſe, or that 
inany Caſe (though of the moſt 'undoubted and unque- 
ſtionable Priviledge ) it might be lawfull for any Perſon 
to reſiſt, and uſe violence againſt a publick Minifter of Ju- 
ſtice, armed with lawfull Authority ; though We well 
knew, that even ſucha Miniſter might be puniſhed for ex- 
ecuting ſuch Authority. Upon viewing this order We 
- muſtconfeſſe We were ſomewhat amazed, having never 

| B 3 ſeen 
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ſeen or heard of the like, though We had known Members 

ofcither Houſe committed without fo much Formality 

as Wehad uſcd, and upon Crimes of a far inferiour na- 

ture to thoſe We had fuggeſted ;.and having no courſe 

propoſed to Vs for Our proceeding, We were upon the 

matter onely cold, That againſt thoſe Perſons We were 

not to procced at all; That they were above Our reach, 
or the reach of the Law, it was not cafie for Vs toreſolve 

what to do: If Weimployed Our Miniſters of Juſtice in 
the uſuall way for their apprehenfion ( who without 
doubt would not have refuſed to execute Our lawfull 
commands ) We ſaw what Reſiſtance and Oppoſition 

was like to be made, which very probably might coft 

ſome blood ; If We ſat ſtill and defiſted upon this terrour, 

We ſhould at the beſt have confeſſed Our own want of 

power , and the weakneſſe of the Law: In this trait* 

We puton a ſudden Reſolution, totry whether Our own 
preſence, and a clear diſcoverie of Our Intentions ( which 

haply might not have been ſo well underſtood) could re- 
move thoſe doubts, and prevent thoſe Inconveniencics 
which ſeemed to have been threatned ; and thereupon 
We reſolved togo in Our own Perſon to Our Houle of 
Commons, which We diſcovered not till the very minute 
of Our going, when We ſent out, That Our Servants, 
and ſuch Gentlemenas were then in Our Court, ſhould 
attend Vs to Weſtminſter ; but giving them expreſſe com. 
mand (as We have expreſſed in Our Anſwer to the Ordi- 
nance) that no Accidents or Provocatiop ſhould draw the 
ro any ſuch ARion as might imply a/purpoſe of force in 
Vs,8 Our Self{requiring thoſe of Our Train not to come 
within the doore) went into the Houſe of Commons, the 
bare doing of which We did not then conceive would 
have

have been thought morea' breach of Priviledge, then if 
We had one tothe Houſe of Peers, and ſentfor them to 
come to Us, which is the uſuall cuſtom. We uſed the 
beſt expreſſions We could ro aſſure them how: far We 
were from any Intention of violating their Priviledges, 
That We intended to proceed Legally and Specdily a- 
gainſt the perſons We had accuſed,and defired therefore, 
if they were in the Houſe, thatthey might be delivered 
to Us, or if abſent, that ſuch courſe' might be "taken for 
their forth-coming as might ſatisfic Our juſt Demands; 
and ſo We departed, having no other purpoſe of force, 
if they had been in the Houſe, then Wehave before pro- 
teſted, before God, in Our Anſwerto the ' Ordinance. 
'You have an account of Our part of this Storyfully, let 
Our people judge freely of it: What followed on their 
part( though this Declaration tells you, Ir could not 
withdraw any part'of their Reverence and Obedience 
from Us ; itmay be any part of theirs it did not ) We 
ſhall have too much cauſe hereafter to inform the world. 
There will be no end ofthe Diſcourſe, and upbraiding 
Us with evill Councellors, ifupon Our conſtant deniall 
of knowing any, they will not vouchſafe roiinform Us of 
them; and after 'eight Moneths amuſing the Kingdome 
with the expeQation of a diſcovery of a Malignant Par- 
ty, and ofevill Councellors, they will not at laft name 
any, nor deſcribe them : Ler the AQions and -Lives of 
men be examined, who have Contrived, Councelled, 
Actually conſented togrieve and burden Our people, and 
if ſuch be about Vs, or any againſt whom any notorious 
malicious Crime can be proved ; if We ſhelter and pro- 
re& any ſuch, let Our Injuſtice be publiſhed to the world; . 
but till that be done particularly and manifeſtly, ( _ n 
1a 
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ſhall never conclude aty man, upon a bare generall Vote 


of the major part of either, or both Houſes, tilkit be cyj- 
dent that major part muſt be withour Paſſion or AﬀeRi- 
on) We muſt look upon the charge this Declaration puts 
on Vs, of cheriſhing and countenancing -a diſcontented 
Party of the Kingdome againſt them, as a heavier and 
unjuſter tax upon Our Juſtice and Honour, then ary We 
'have, or can lay upon the Framers of that Declaration. 
 Andnow, to countenance thoſe unhandſome Exprefſi- 
ons,whereby uſually they have implyed Our conmvance 
at, orwant of Zeal againſt the Rebcllion of Ireland,({o odi- 
ous toall good men) they have found a new way of ex- 
probration: That the Proclamation againſt thoſe bloudy 
Traytors, came not out till the beginning of January, 
though that Rebellion broke out in Otober, and then by 
ſpeciall Command from Vs, but fourty Copies were ap- 
-pointed to be printed. Tis well known where We. were 
at that time whenthart Rebellion brake forth,in Scotland. 
That We immediately, from thence, recommended the 
care of that bufineſlſe to both Houſes of Parliament here, 
after we had provided for all fitting ſupplies from Our 
Kingdome of Scotland, that after Our return hither We 
obſerved all thoſe Forms for that Service, which We 
were adviſed to by Our Councell of 1re/and, or both 
Houſes of Parliament here: And ifno Proclamarion ifſu- 
ed out ſooner( of which for the preſent Weare not cer- 


_ tain, but think thar others before that time were iſlued by 


Ourdire&ions ) it was, becauſe the Lords Juſtices of the 
Kingdome defired them no ſooner ; and when they did, 
the number they defired was but twenty, which they ad- 
viſed might be ſigned by Vs ;which We, for expedition 
-of the Service commanded to be printed (a circumſtance

We know not, nor can We imagine what Security Our 
go0d Subjedts can defire for their Religion, Laws, and 
Liberties, which We have not offered, or fully given. 
And is it ſuitable to the duty and dignity of both Houſes 
of Parliament to Anſwer Our particular weighty expreſ- 
fions of the Cauſes of Our remove from Londen ( ſo ge- 
nerally known to the Kingdome ) with a Scoff,, That they 
hope We were driven from thence, not by Our own 
Fears, but by the Fears of the -Lord Digby, and his Reti- 
nue of Cavaliers ? Sure the Penner of that Declaration 


” inſerted that ungrave and infolent Exprefſion( as he hath 


done divers others ) without the conſent or examination 
of both Houſes ; who would not ſo lightly have departed 
from their former profeſſions of duty to Us. 

Whether the way to a good Underſtanding between 
Us and Our people hath been as zealouſly preſſed by 
them, as it hath been profeſſed and defired by Vs, will 
be eafily diſcerned by thoſe who obſerve, that We have 
lefr no publick A& undone. on Our part, which, in the 


leaft degree, might be neceſſary to the Peace, Plenty, 


and Securiry of Our Subjects, and that they have nor di- 
ſpatched one At which hath given the leaſt evidence of 
rheir particular Aﬀection and Kindnefſe ro Vs : But.on 
the contrary, have diſcountenanced and hindred the te- 
ſtimony other men would give to Vs of their affetions: 
Witneſſe the ſtopping and keeping back the Bill of Sub- 
fidies granted by the Clergie, almoſt T yeare fince, 
which though Our perfonall wants are ſo notoriouſly 
known, they will not, to this rime, paſſe : Sonot onely 

forbearing 


forbearing to ſupply Vs themſclves,bur keeping the Love 
and Bounty of other men from Vs, and afford no other 
Anſwersrto all Our Defires, all Our Reaſons( indeed not 
to be anſwered )then, That We muſt not make Our Vn- 
derſtanding or Reaſon the Rule of Our government, but 
ſuffer OurSelf ro be affiſted ( which We never denied ) 
| by Ourgreat Councell. We require no other Liberty to 
Our will, then the meaneſt of them do ( We wiſh they 
would alwayes uſe that Liberty ) not to conſent to any 
thing evidently contrary to Our Conſcience and Vnder- 
ſtanding - and We have and ſhall alwayes give as much 
eſtimation and regard to the Advice and Counſell 
of both Our Houſes of Parliament, as ever Prince 
hath done : But We ſhall never ( and We hope 
Our people will never ) account the contrivance of 
a few ( Factious, Scditious perſons, a Malignant Par- 
ty, who would ſacrifice the Commonwealth to their own 
furie and ambition ) the wiſdome of Parliament , and 
that the juſtifying and defending ſuch perſons(of whom, 
and of their particular finiſter wayes to compaſſe their 
own bad ends, We ſhall ſhortly inform the world) is 
not the way to preſerve Parliaments , but is the oppo- 
ſing and preferring the conſideration'of a few unworthy 
perſons, before their Duty to their King, or their care 
of the Kingdome. They would have Vs remember that 
Our Reſolutions do concern Kingdomes, and therefore 
not to be moulded by Our own Underſtanding: We well 
remember it ; 'But we would have them remember, 
That when their Conſultations endeayour to leffen the 
Office and Dignity of a King , they meddle with that 
which is not within their determination, and of which 
We muſt give anaccount to God and Qur other King- 
D 2 domes, 
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domes, and muſt maintain with the ſacrifice of Our life; 


Laſtly , that Declaration tells you of a preſent deſpe- 
rate and malicious Plot, the Malignant Partie is now 
ating, under the plauſible Notions of ſtirring: men up to 
2 care of preſerving the Kings Prerogative, maintaining 
rhe Diſcipline of the Church, upholding and continuing 
the Reverence and Solemnitie of Gods Service, and 
encouraging Learning, (indeed plauſible and honourable 
Notions to a& any thing. upon }- and: that upon theſe 
grounds divers mutinous Petitions have been framed in 
Lovden, Kent, and other Places. Vpon what Grounds 
would theſe men have Petitions framed? Have ſo many 
Petitions (even againſt the Form and Conſtitution'of the 
Kingdome, and the Laws eſtabliſhed) been joyfully re-

jected againſt Vs; and that we may not be again reproch- 


ed with any more prudent Omiſfons. If We have been 


compelled to ſharper Language then we affe, ler it be 
conſidered , how vile, how inſufterable Our Proyocati- 
ons have been ; And except to repcll Force be to aſſault, 
and to give punRuall & neceſſary Anſwers to rough and 
inſolent Demands, be to make inveRives, We are confi- 
dent the world will- accuſe Vs of too much Mildnefle 
and all Our good Subjects will think, We are not well 
dealt with, and will judge of Ys, and of their own happi- 
neſſe and ſecuritie in Vs by our Actions ; which We de- 
ſire may no longer proſper, or have a bleſſing from God 


upon them and Vs, then they ſhall be dire&ed to the 


glory of God, in the maintenance of the true Proteſtant
